THE TRADE LIST ANNUAL FOR 1880. 


In no year since the publication of the first vol- 
ume of the Trade List Annual have we met with 
so many difficulties caused by the tardy delivery 
ofthe lists. The long personal canvass and end- 
less correspondence have added not a little to 
the expense of the present volume ; but what is 
most to be regretted is the delay of publication. 
The Trade List Annual should be in the hands 
of the trade early in the season. The chief 
cause of delay, as already mentioned in the 
WEEKLY, was the absence from home of so 
many publishers during the summer and the 
neglect of proper instructions for getting up their 
lists in time. We are determined that such 
delay shall never occur again, and propose to 
begin our canvass next year before the warm 
season sets in, fixing a definite date for the 
delivery of lists. Ithas proved to be a mis- 
take to send out notices in midsummer ; and 
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Should we have shut down on a given day this 
year booksellers would have had serious cause of 
complaint for incompleteness. As it is, the 
Annual for 1880, although slimmer in appear. 
ance, shows a gain on the past two years. There 
are in all contributions from 160 houses, against 
143 in 1879, and 117 in 1878. The reduction of 
bulk which booksellers will be rather glad to 
notice, is chiefly owing to the fact that sey. 
eral houses, in compliance with our request, 
have omitted display pages, and two importing 
houses have omitted their foreign lists. Thus 
E. Steiger alone, who last year contributed a val- 
uable list of books published in Germany, by 
omitting the same, reduced his list from nearly 
two hundred pages to sixteen ; Scribner & Wel. 
ford’s English books last year embraced eighty 
pages ; the American News Co. reduced their 
list from fifty-six to sixteen pages, and some 
others in similar proportion. Among the miss- 
ing lists whose absence dealers in miscellane- 
ous books may find rather inconvenient are 
those of Cassell, Petter, Galpin & Co., Dick & 
Fitzgerald, James Miller, T.B. Peterson & Bros, 


| and D. Lothrop & Co. Booksellers, in writing 


for the missing lists for their supplementary 
file, will please to exonerate us from blame. 
We have done all in our power by way of argu- 
ment and persuasion. Of course there are spe- 
cial reasons which prevent some publishers 
from contributing every year, and such have 
been stated to us by Messrs. Cassell, Petter, 
Galpin & Co., who, with this exception, have 
been regular contributors, and have promised 
their list for next year without fail. The Pe- 


| tersons had actually gone so far as to promise 


their list, but said that they could not get it 
ready in time. Van Nostrand had also prom- 
ised, but failed for the same reason. 

The Annual for 1880 contains, in addition to 
the regular Annual Reference List of books, pub- 
lished from July, 1879, to June, 1880, and the 
newly compiled Educational Catalogue for 1880, 
a Classified Summary of the books of the year, 
and an Order List of the books issued from 
January to August, 1880, by the publishers rep- 
resented in the Annual—two features which for 
the first time appeared in last year’s issue, and 
which have proved so useful to the bookseller 
that we propose to continue them as regular 
features. If certain publishers could realize the 
tribulations of inquiry to which a bookseller is 
subjected in his daily routine, they would be 
able better to appreciate the importance of 
these various finding lists, which are invaluable 
to the working bookseller ; they also would 
be able better to estimate the advantage of hav- 
ing their lists represented in a hand-book which 
is daily consulted for the sole purpose of sell- 
ing books.

ALBERT G. HOUGHTON. 


Editor of Publishers Weekly: . 

WILL you permit me to speak as a friend and 
former associate of one of the worthiest mem- 
bers of the book trade who has lately died ? 
Mr. Albert Houghton has for the past few years 
been withdrawn from active business, but it 
does not need to have seen him very often or 
yery recently to have the most lively recollec- 
tion of his face and manner. He was not long 
in the business, but he was long enough known 
never to be forgotten. He was in his sixty- 
ninth year when he died on the fourteenth of 
October, and a large part of his life was spent 
at the South in another business. He was born 
in Vermont in 1812, and when he was twenty- 


Scottsville, about thirty miles from Tuscaloosa, 
Ala.,to join his brother-in-law, Mr. Scott, who 
had established a cotton factory there. He was 
Mr. Scott’s clerk and salesman, but in about 
seven years he was taken into partnership by Mr. 
Ready, and entered upon a general and bank- 
ing business at Wetumpka, where he remained 
for twenty-five years, until the close of the war. 
The firm changed its name more than once, I 
think, but Mr. Houghton during most of the 
time was at the head of the business. To deal- 
ers in the more thickly settled parts of the 
country, who have well-defined limits to their 
business, the conduct of such a business as Mr. 
Houghton’s would seem very unusual. It was 
of the widest range, for his store was an ex- 
change for all the country about, and he was 
banker, broker, and commission merchant toa 
great constituency. There were very few men 
of business at the South more widely known, 
and none certainly more highly regarded in the 
Northern cities than Mr. Houghton. He had 
accumulated a large property, much of which 
was wasted by the war, but by remaining in the 
South and exercising an extraordinary versatil-

him free lodgings. Claude Bernard lived in 
this Cour for many years. It was from their 
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lodgings in it that Camille Desmoulins and 
Danton were torn to be carried to the guillotine. 
It was not until twenty-five years after their 
publication that Henri Beyle’s (Stendhal) works 
began to sell. De Balzac was in his coffin 
before his novels had great sale.

$1,800,000,000 in fifty years. M. de Foville 
thinks that steam and iron rail will suppress 
war as they have suppressed famine. What ro- 
bust faith French sceptics have !—H. Marion:
